Although the new pumper fire 
truck purchased by City Commis­ 
sion to strengthen the Xenia Fire 
Department

not yet been put into service and 
is serving as something more or­ 
namental than useful at the engine 
house. 
City officials explain the reason 
for this is that before the truck

Now, since the new truck has
